A communication from his Excellency the Govern- 
oer by his private secretary, Mr. James S. Walker, 
was delivered to the. President addressed to batie 
houses of the General Assembly, which with the ae- 
eompanyiug documents, were read as follows : 

Gentlemen of the Senate and 

Gentlemen of the House of Representatives, 

Your present meeting will form a memorable epock 
in our history. Chosen to perform the first acts of 
Legislation for the State of Alabama, you cannot esti- 
mate too highly the great interests committed to your 
chirge, or the important consequences which may flow 
from your deliberations. The people have framed a. 
constitution which recognizes and establishes the es- 
sential principles of liberty: prescribes the manner 
in which the government shall be organized; and de- 


signaies the powers which shall be exerciséd by the 
respective departments. To the Legislature is con- 
fided the arduous task of completing ‘the edifice, and 
of enacting laws for the protection of tke rights of 
persons and of property, aad forthe advancement of 
the general welfare. Never has any state commenc:- 
ed its operations under more auspicious circumstances. 
or furnished stronger evidence in the ontset of its ca- 
pacity for self-government; and] cherish the hope, 
that the character of our institutions will receive an 
impalse from your labours, which may entitle yeu to 
the lasting gratitude of future ages. 

Our country is remarkable for its natural advania- 
ges ; and we possess the means of rendering it dis- 
tinguished for the intelligence and moral habits af its 
citizens, and for the enlightened policy of its cour cls, 
—The diffusion of knowledge among the puopie ; 
a code of laws adapted to the prevention of crimes 
and the enforcement of the civil duties, expounded 
and exeented by men selected for their wisdom and 
integrity : and a due regard to the improvement of 
those blessings which we owe to the bounty of Pro- 
videnee, and which are presented in our soil, rivers 
and elimate. cannot fail to meke us respectable abroad 
—prosperous and Lappy at some. 

igaerance and Civil liberty are usnatural associates. 
Where the peeple are the forntain of authority, the 
source Whence all poweris derived for the direction 
of the public concerns, and the tribunal whose sen- 
tence is final and conclusive, itis indispensable to a 
just appreciation of their rights and a correct exer- 
eise of their contra], that they be capable of discrim- 
inating between liberty and licentionsness——between 
invasions of their liberties and those salutary bur- 
thens and restraints which are necessary to the gen. . 
eral security. Ht isin such a state of society only, 
that honest statesmen can prosecute their plana for the 
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promotion. af the public good with fall confidence in 
the judgment of their constituents : or that the selfish 
views of designing demagognes will be detected and 
defeated. It is in such a state of society, that detrac- 
tion and falseheod, the weapons of faction will be 
successfully opposed by the voice of trath; ‘that 
merit will find a certain reward in the general ap- 
probation 3 that the sin of ingratitude, so ofien as- 
eribed to republics, will be carefully avoided; that — 
freemen will perceive and pursue their true interests ; 
and that the best evidences will be afforded. of the 
decisive advantages of. our representative system 
over every other form of government. ‘The real pat- 
riot who is ambitious to acquire that fame only which 
belongs to great and good actions, will always ap- 
peal to the virtue-and intelligence of the comeaunity, 
while the artful seeker of popular favour addresses 
their passions and their prejudices ; and as the one 
or the other prevails, so will the measures of the 
State be the offspring of enlarged and disinterested 
views, or ofa narrow contracted policy, unworthy the 
character, and ruinous to the best interests of a free 
people. 

So important to the advancement of republican 
principles has the distribution of knowledge been con- 
sidered, that it is declared in an article of permanent 
compact between the original states and the people 
of the territories that © Religion, morality and know- 
ledge, being necessary.to good government and the 
happiness of mankind, schools and the means of ed- 
acation shall forever be hncouraged.”? And the Con- 
gress have fully redeemed the pledge on the part of 
the United States. Seventy iwo sections or two en- 
tire townships of land to be designated by the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, are reserved by law “for the - 
use of a seminary of learning, and vested in the Leg. 
islature of this state,” “to be appropriated solely to 
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the use of such seminary.” And the secretary is 
moreover authorized to select the two townships in 
small tracts. consisting in not less than two sections” 
each. i have been in the expectation of receiving 
intelligence from the seat of general government re- 
specting, the selection, bat owing to accidental causes, 
it bas not yet reached inc. As all the informatioa 
rcesessary fo enable yoa to Legisiate -on the subject, 
wil probably arrive in a few days, E shall ata future 
period of your session, submit to your consideration 
ihe mode of appropriating the lands, which IT eon- 
sider the best ealenlated te advance the highly inter- 
esting object designated “in the grant, Jn addition 
to tie foregoing fand for the purposes of learning, 
the sixteenth seciien In every township (or if that 
Las been disposed of} other lands equivalent there- 
to are “granted to .the inhabitants of such town- 
ships for the use of schools.’ An act of Congress 
anthorises the Connty Courts to provide for leasing 
the same, and limits the duration of the. lease te the 
first of January, next suceeeding the establishment of 
a State Government. It is proper therefore that 
some legislative provision on the subject should be 
adepted to take effect from and after that period 5 and 
Į perceive no objection io a continuance. with the 
county courts the authority fo lease, under the re. 
strictions that the leases shall not extend beyond the 
term of two years, and that the proceeds shall be ap- 
plied to the ohjects for which the grant has been 
omade. En the mean time the conntry will be general- 
ly cctiled, and i may be advisable thereafter, to 
placa the disposition of the fund, under the immedi- 
nis control of the inhabilants of the respective town- 
‘The tmapsypentoal of eur rivers and roads, clalins 
yonr poriesnlar adiention. Vive per cont. of the net 
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shall haye been or may be sold by Congress; afier ihe 
first day of September last (deducting all expenses 
incident to the same) is reserved for making public 
roads and canals, and for improving the navigation 
of rivers; of which three fifths arc to be applied to 
those objects withia this state uster the dirceticn of 
the legictature, and tweilths te tue iacking of 4 read) 
or roads leading to the state, uader the direction of 
Congress. And onr constitution has enjoined that the 
s General Assembly shall make provision by law 
‘for obtaining correct knowledge of the several ob- 
jecis proper for improvemenj in relation to the navi- 
_gable waters and to the roads of this state, end for 
making a systematic and economical application ef 
the means apprapriated to those objects.” Trecom- 
mend to your consideration the policy of providing 
by law for the appointment of a skilful engineer, 
whose duty it shall be to examine the rivers within 
our limits, and to report as soon as practicable, io 
whatextent, in what manner, and at what expense, 
the navigation of each may be improved, and also the 
nearest and most eligible approaches which can be 
made between the waters of the Tennessee and Mo- 
bile rivers. 

A general revision of the existing statutes being 
called for by the late change in our political condition, 
it is needless and would be tedious to detail the vari- 
aus modifications which have become necessary.-.'The 
arganization of the judicial department and the ap- 
poiniment of judges will also require your early at- 
tention. Ifthe primary object of laws are the “ es- 
tablishment of rights and the prohibition of wrongs,” 
it is essential that the laws be calculated to attain 
those objects, and ikat they be properly expounded 
—rigidly and impartially executed. Befects in their 
execution are no less injurious io society than defects 
in the laws themselves! and F feel confident thai so 
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faras depends on the legislative authority, every ef- 
fort will be made to guard agains! both. The rights. 
of the chigen can never be secure in any country or 
uncer any form of government, unless the judges in 
the last resort be men of integrity and intelligence. 


_ Po obtain the services of such men, adequate provis- 


ion fer their support is indispensible. In times of 
great national danger and calamity it may be-expect- 
ed thal every patriot, regardless of personal consider- 
ations, will devote himself io the publie; but while 
tie conntry is in profound peace, and the inhabitants 
ave enjoying’ Hs blessings, we should | not presume. 
that competent citizens whose pecuniary resources 
are Hiniied, ean relinquish their domestic comforts 
for public honors, without duc compensation. It 
would be unreasonable to expest it—unjust to desire. 
it. Avoiding extravagance on the one hand, and 
parsimony on the other, salaries should be propor- 
tiovnfe to the importance and labors of the office, 
and to the talents which are necessary, and the una- 
voidahbie sacrifices which are incident to a correct dis- 
charge of its duties. Such a course of policy will 
render the publie service equally accessible to the 
peor and to the rich, and will enable you to sclect 
from the best capacities of the country ; while a pen- 
urous provision will exclude those classes whose 
fortunes are moderate, and whese talents furnish the 
means of providing for their families. So deeply in- 
volved in the course which may be pursued on this 
subicet, do F consider the best interests of our infant 
state, and so fally am I convinced that the respecta- 
bility and nsefulness of oar jadielary will depend on 
the compensation which may be allowed, that I would 
vesveetially suggest the propriety ef legislating on 
the subject before the judges are appointed. 
fn relation to the revision of the laws it may be 

proner fo remark, that the territorial set providing 
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Sr the punishment of offences committed on the In- 
dian lands within our limits, but without the bounga. 
ries of the respective counties, cannot now be exceut- 
ed. That act authorizes the Superior Courts to pro- 
eeed to the trial of offenders in any county to which. 
~ they may be brought; but the constitution of the 
State. declares, that the accused skall be antiled «to 
. a speedy trial by an impartial jary of the County or 
district in which the offence shall have been commit. 
ted.” It therefore follows, that to render offences 
cognizable by the couris, they must have been com- 
mitted within the specified limits of a county. Full 
force however may be given te the law by annexing — 
to the adjacent counties, all the country within the 
siate net embraced in any county. ae 
, Among the duties expressly devolved on the Gen- 
éral Assembly by the constitution, and the perform- 
ance of which during the present session is absolute- 
ly required, are the appointment of a Secretary of 
State, an Attorney General, Solicitors, a Treasurer 
and Compiroller of Public Accounts, and the enact- 
ment of laws regulating elections. It is also enjoin- 
ea that provisions be made for organizing and disci- 
plining the Militia and for the appointment of the of- 
ficers ; for an enumeration of the inhabitants of the 
State ; and for the appointment of a competent mum- 
her of Justices of the Peace in the respective counties; 
You will perceive, moreover, the necessity of provid- 
ing for the appointment of Coroners, Constables, Sur- 
veyors, Assessors and Collectors of Taxes, and of 
such other county officers as you may deem expedi- 
ent, i - i 
ĮI am not in possession of the means of ascertain. 
ing whether any change in the prèsent system of rev- 
enue will be required by the amount of the public ex- 
penditures. ‘The receipts into the Treasury will be 
- laid before you by the proper officer, and you will be 


anabled to estimate the sum that will be necessary iê 
meet the appropriations which may be authorized for 
the future. 

The subject of arranging the permanent limits of 
the respective counties, so far as it may be practicable 
under existing citcumstances is werthy of your con- 
sideration. Accommodations for the courts and bous- 
es for securing offenders will not be provided, while 
the seats of justice are temporary ; and such is the ex- . 
tent of some of the counties that a large portion of the 
inhabitants are deprived of the benefits of govern. 
ment, it ; 

That the State may be represented in the Senate 
of the United States at an early period of their ses. 
sion, itis desirable that the Senators should be elect- 
ed as soon as your deliberations will permit. 

Herewith I lay before you a statement of the ac. 
counts between this State and the State of Missis- 
sippi, together with explanatory letters on ihe subject. 
"Fhe copies of the Digests of the laws which are charg- 
ed in the. aceount have been recently received and 
distributed. 

Having been informed by a communication from an 
officer of the United States that the quota of arms for 
ihe present year, fo which this State is entitled un- 
Ser anact of Congress, is three hundred and four 
and that they would be forwarded to any place (the 
most convenient for water carriage) I might think 
proper to ‘designate, I gave instructions that they 
should be shipped to the town of Mobile. The act 
under ithe authority of whieh the arms have been 
procared, makes provision for arming and equipping 
ihe whale body of the militia of the United States, 
and appropriates for that purpose,the annual sum of 
: 4wo hundred thoasand dollars. All the arms obtained 
in virtee of the Act, are to be transmitted to the sev.‘ 
aval States and Ferritories in proportion to the num- 
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ber of effective militia in each and àre to be distribu 
ted to the militia “under such rules and regula- 
tions as shall be by law prescribed by the legisla- 
jure of each state and territory.” It is therefore 
the province of the General Assembly to adopt the 
necessary measures for carrying into effect the object 
of the national legislature. i 

Parsuant to the provision of an act of the last 
General Assembly, appointing the Governor a com- 
missioner ta lay off, or cause to be laid off, on such . 
. plan as he should deem most suitable a town at the 
junetion of the rivers Alabama and Cahawhba, and of- 
fer the lots for sale to the highest bidder, one han- 
dred and cighty-twe lots were sold during the fourth 
week of May last, for the sum of one hundred and 
twenty-three thousand eight hundred and fifty-six 
dollars; of which thirty thousand nine hundred and 
sixty-four dollars (being one fourth part) was receiv- 
ed at the time of sale, together with fifty-one dollars 
and twenty-five cents, being the second instalment of 
lot No. 53; amounting in the whole to thirty-one 
thousand and fifteen dollars and twenty-five cents. 
The expences of surveying, of sale, Xc. as appears 
by the receipts of Willis Roberts and Beujamin Clem- 
enis, were seven hundred and thirty dollars, leaving | 
thirty thousand two hundred and eighty-five dollars 
twenty-five cents; of which twenty thousand four 
hundred and five dollars were paid over to the terri- 
torial Treasurer. One hundred and twenty dollars 
have been since drawn to complete the payment of 
the expences before stated: leaving in the treasury. 
twenty thousand two hundred and eighty-five dollars, 
twenty-five cents. Ten thousand dollars were de- 
posited in the Plaater’s and Merchants Bauk of 
Huntsville, and will he expended in the erection ofa 
temporary State House at the town ef Cabawha, for 
which a contract was made in the month of May last. 
Of that sam three thousand dclars have been drawr 
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and placed in the hands of an agent in Cahawhba, te 
be advanced to the contractor in conformity to the 
terms of agreement. The principle parts of the build. 
ing are to be finished on or before the first day of 
August next, for nine thousand dollars; and the re. 
‘mainder ofthe sum appropriated, will be required, 
anid is sufficient, to complete the whole, and to pro- 
vide the necessary accommodations for the two 
branches of the Legislature. I learn that the building 
has heen commenced, and that no doubts is enter- 
tained of its completion within the time specified in 
the contract. : 
In leu of the section of land previously reserved 

for the seat of the Territorial or State Government, 
we are indebted to the liberality of Congress for the 
tlonation of sixteen hundred and twenty acres for the 
same object, consisting ef sundry fractions and a. 
quarter section “lying on both sides of the Alabama 
and Cahawba rivers, and including the mouth of the 
river Cahawba.”’—There being two ferries, and a few 
acres of land prepared for cultivation within the lim- 
its of the grant, they have been rented until the’ first 
of January next for one thousand and four dollars. 
‘Twenty dollars have been paid, which, with bonds 
to the amount of nine hundred and eighty four dollars, 
L have deposited in the Treasury. ‘The very liber. 
aland unprecedented donation we have received, 
will if judiciously managed, produce a fand of at 
least three hnadred thousand dollars—a sum amply 
sufficient to provide permanent buildings and accom- 
wodations for the several departments of fue govern- 
mont, and to defray the expences of erecting other 
works for the publie convenience. T consider it ad. 
visable that anthority be given to lay off and offer far 
sale an additional number of lots in the town of Oa- 
bawhas ond that provision he made for the appoint- 
ment of coranissioners to take charge of the pablic 
nroperty, and to exereise such powers as are nenaliy 
szeanted to egrporate towne, m~ 
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- £ eannot close this communication without adveri- 
ing to the signal favors which have been bounteously 
extended towards us. by the great Anthor of every 
good. Abundant crops have rewarded the labors of 
the husbandman; and we are permitted to enjoy the 
blessings of liberty, peace and plenty. No people — 
ever had stronger incentives to improve their means 
of happiness, or were under greater obligations to 
manifest their devout gratitude to the Ruler of the ` 
universe. In discharging the high trusts to which 
we have been called, let us not be unmindful that the 
future prosperity of our country is essentially con- 
_ cerned in the councils of the present day: and dis- 
charging all local jealousies and party animosities, 
letus unite as members of the same family having a 
common interest in directing our minds and our efforts 
to the advaneément of the general welfare. So far 
as depends on me you may rely on every co-opera- 
tion which can be rendered by good intentions, united 
with a zealous devotion to the public interest. _

a general peace in Europe, and the consequent revival 
of commerce throughout the world. cotton the siaple ar- 
ticle of this state, rose to a very high price and obtained 
ready sale in the European markets, at the same period 
the cauntry was inundated with the notes of various 
state banks, and a very large amount of Mississippi 
stock, which by law had been made receivable in pay- 
ment fer public land in the state of mississippi and the 
then tergitory of Alabama, was also in circulation and 
obtainable upon easy and accommodating terms to pur- 
ehasers amidst circumstances so prepitious for the 
United States, and unfortunate for the eitizens of this 
infant state, was a portion of the publie land, within 
our limits, offered for sale by the government to the 
highest bidder z attracted by the fertility of our soil, and . 
stimulated by the desire of participating in the great 
profits, which the growing of cotton promoted to the 
planter: people from almost every state in the union 
threnged the public sales, loaded with bank notes and 
mississippi steck. “The evnsequences were such as the 
circumstances were naturally calculated to produce. 
The land sold for high and extravagant prices, and an 
immense debt is now owing by the citizens to the go- 
vernment of the United States. The untried results of 
a general peace have baffled the ealculations of the 
most prudent and sagacious merchants in the world—a 
general derangement of the money system has taken 
piace. commerce has languished, our staple commodity 
has fallen to less than half the price it maintained at 
the time of those sales many of the state banks then in 
high credit, have since entirely failed, and ethers is 
protect themseives against a similar fate, have been. 
eoupelled to curtail their discounts and call in their 
notes from circulation: even the bank of the United 
States. which promised in its commencement a sound 
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aad safe circulation, and an equality of exchange has 
elso been constrained to diminish the circulation of its 
notes until they are as scarce as gold and silver, which 
we rarely see, the metal currency of the country is lock- 
ed up in the vaults of the banks, and the community is 
left without a currency sufficient for the ordinary pur- 
poses of trade; in addition to all these cireqmstances, 
it is expected that your honourable body will at the 
present session of congress change the mode of selling 
the pabiie land Ly reducing the minimum-price, and re- 
quiring the whole purchase money to be paid in advance; 
although such a law may be wise and politic, it must 
have the effect of producing great inequalily between 
those who have heretofore purchased under so many 
disadvantages, and those whe may hereafter purchase 
under cireumstances so favourable. Believing as your 
memorialists do, that it cannot be the policy of the U. 
States te exact from her citizens such forfeitures, or te 
enforce to the full extent, contracts made under circum- 
stances altogether favourable to the government and un- 
favourable to the citizen, and believing also, the inter- 
est of the government would not be subserved hy such 
a policy. They therefore, respectfully pray, thata law 
may be passed by your honcurable body, extending 
such relief to the purchasers of public land in this state,
